Animal Care & Control is teaming up with the Sterling Community Center to present
the “Animal Education Series” —monthly workshops devoted to all things animal!

Experts from Animal Care & Control will teach each 2-hour course with a focus on
educating current and future pet owners on ways to care for and ensure the well being
of their pets. Registration is only $1, and class sizes are limited. Registration can be
done online through WebTrac at www.loudoun.gov/webtrac, or by calling the Sterling
Community Center at 703-430-9480. Classes will be held at the Community Center,
located at 120 Enterprise Street in Sterling, from 9:00-11:00am on selected
Saturdays.

Following is a list of the 2010 summer course offerings:

June 12: Dogs 101: Behavior & Training

Learn how dogs communicate through body language and how to read the signals
that they give us. Find out tips on how to safely introduce two dogs, and how to tell
the difference between appropriate play and problem interactions. Plus get some tips
for basic training using positive reinforcement methods!

July 10: All About Animal Control

Meet Animal Control Officers and learn how they help serve our community! Find out
common laws and issues that Animal Control encounters, and how to ensure your pet
is being a good neighbor. Learn ways to spot animal cruelty and how to report
concerns. Also learn appropriate ways to keep your pets safely confined and tips on
how to construct safe outdoor housing for animals.

August 14: Pet First Aid

Would you know what to do if your pet was suddenly injured or ill? Knowing first aid is
a must for all pet owners. Learn basic first aid skills, safe handling for injured animals,
and the supplies needed to stock a pet first aid kit for both home and travel.

And in the Fall, look for classes on Disaster Preparedness for Pet Owners,
Cold Weather Pet Care, Baby Ready Pets, and Choosing the Right Pet for
your Family.
